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ASSIGNMENT 4: Producing a Proof 


Use your knowledge of composition, exposure, histograms, in-camera metering and image developing to produce a 
strong photographic proof (print or digital) image. 


If you have chosen a photography career path, be sure that your images reflect that choice. For example, if you would like 
to be a portrait photographer, use people or pets as your subject. Your career choice, if you have one, will be considered 
when this assignment is being marked. Refer to “Becoming a Working Photographer” in the course introduction to review 
career choices. 


Be sure to submit your photo log sheet with your images. 


REQUIRED: 
If Photographing Digitally 


4 separate subjects, photographed with any of the learned techniques that you think would be beneficial 

e Each image corrected using any basic retouching (Spotting of dust marks, dodging and/or burning and 
final image cropping) as required 

e Each image viewable as either a hardcopy print or as a electronic image (your choice) 


If Photographing with Traditional Film 


4 separate subjects, photographed with any of the learned techniques that you think would be beneficial 

e Each image corrected using any basic retouching (Spotting of dust marks, dodging and/or burning and 
final image cropping) as required 

e Each image viewable as either a hardcopy print (traditional or digital) or as a electronic scanned image 
(your choice) 


OBJECTIVE: 


e To become familiar with presenting a proof print or digital image. Please consider all of the material 
that you have learned in the projects of COM2205 as you set out to create images using traditional 
compositional values to produce photographs based on career path choice and content. 
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FINAL SUBMISSION: 


e 4 photographs in colour or B&W with a final size and format of your choice 
e Photographic records showing: shutter speed, f-stop, ISO and focal length of lens for each of the 
4 images 


NOTES: 


e Take time to consider the subject matter, metering and composition for each image. 

e Images may be captured on a traditional film or a digital camera. 

e It is expected that there will some form of post-production cropping or manipulation of these images, either 
digitally or in the traditional darkroom. 

e Use any lens, ISO and appropriate shutter/aperture combinations to complete this assignment. 
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
